Taxes and Revenues 


It has long been argued that a substantial tax reduc¬ 
tion would result in a business boom and lead to an increase 
in government revenues. In the past, this principle found 
small favor in the top government circles. But now, ac¬ 
cording to an extensive article in U.S. News & World 
Report, the attitude has changed. It says that the stimu¬ 
lation to business that will come from the new tax re¬ 
duction bill is expected to “. . . lead to a rise of 4.6 
billion dollars in revenue for the Federal Government in 
the year that is to start next July 1.” 

It is certainly high time this theory was given every 
chance to prove itself. But, no matter how great federal 
revenues become, there never was a time when it was 
more necessary for federal spending to be held at the 
lowest possible levels. This is the only way that the ever¬ 
present threat of more inflation can be minimized. 

The Administration, U.S. News adds, anticipates little 
if any inflation in prices. Whether that optimistic outlook 
proves true or false will depend, to an enormous degree, 
on how the fiscal affairs of the government are handled.

case of stagnation, it has 
not participated as it should 
in the growth of the general 
area. Very few new mer¬ 
cantile buildings have been 
built in the last few years. 
If the business community 
doesn’t prosper, it cannot 
offer the types and quality 
of goods and services need¬ 
ed by the people of Sierra 
Madre. 

Sierra Madreans like their 
community with its small 
town atmosphere and 
friendly ways. Many are re¬ 
luctant to see multiple 
housing in the city. How¬ 
ever, facts must be faced. 
The tax structure, rate of 
population influx and in¬ 
creasing i nvestment de¬ 
mand all tell us that more 
apartments will be built. I 
wish to see them accommo¬ 
dated gracefully as an asset 
to our town. 

Much attention has been 
given the parking situation 
in Sierra Madre. I have yet 
to talk to anyone who is 
satisfied with it. A great 
help, of course, would be 
to end angle parking, but 
that will have to await the 
opening of Suffolk St. In the 
meantime, I would like to 
see improved enforcement 
of present regulations. Many 
times I have timed cars on 
the boulevard during busi¬ 
ness hours for four, five and 
six hours at a time. Very 
seldom do I observe any 
checking by the Police De¬ 
partment. I feel that two- 
hour parking is unneces¬ 
sarily long, but If that’s 
what the people want, let’s 
have adequate enforcement. 

In concluding, I should 
like to mention the water 
problem. I would be the first 
to admit that I don’t have 
any pat answers. It is a dif¬ 
ficult problem and of long 
standing. The history of 
Southern California tells us 
that the supply has stayed 
just one jump ahead of de¬ 
mand. This much I do know 
—in years to come we will 
be paying more for water 
and it would be my Inten¬ 
tion to work for an adequate 
supply and equitable distri¬ 
bution of that cost to all 
consumers.
